We don't think this is at all reasonable or based on a solid legal foundation. 

The DDA estimated the cost of responding to this request. We then agreed to pay that 
estimated cost upon production of the records. The DDA did not insist on a deposit in order 
to proceed. And then the DDA apparently began to process the request. 

So our position is that the opportunity to require a deposit before proceeding has passed. If 
the DDA has a written board-approved FOIA fee policy that provides for re-estimation in an 
iterative scenario, then we'd be willing to reconsider our position. 

So at this point, I think it's appropriate that the DDA continue to process the request to 
completion. If it turns out that it costs $300 and not $73.50, then I think we should deal 
with that situation if it arises. 

We believe this is a reasonable way to proceed - which respects the DDA' s legal rights as a 
public body under the FOIA as well as our rights as a requestor. 

If the DDA wishes to re-assert its position that it intends to impose the requirement of a 
$150 deposit before continuing with the processing of this request, please let me know so 
that we can respond appropriately.

Dear Susan, 



I don't understand the DDA's interest in shielding these numbers from public view for any additional period of 
time. I don't think it serves the public interest or the interest of the DDA as a public body. 

In the past, in similar circumstances when the operations committee could not meet in a given month, I believe 
the monthly parking data has simply been forwarded to the full board for review at its next meeting. I'm not sure 
why the DDA has chosen not to follow that reasonable and straightforward practice this time around. 

Certainly DDA board members could be sent the monthly parking report in advance of the full board meeting 
tomorrow via email - if staff wanted to give board members a heads up so they can look at the data before the 
full board meeting. Or the parking report could simply be watermarked "draft" just as the minutes are marked - 
if the DDA feels it has an interest in recording the fact that the numbers have not been reviewed by the 
operations committee beforehand. 

The operations committee itself meets publicly - so I don't see a difference in whatever risk the DDA perceives 
in sharing "unreviewed" data with the public at a full board meeting compared with the risk of sharing the data 
with the public at an operations committee meeting. 

There are myriad approaches to this that would not needlessly delay the revelation of the routine monthly 
parking data for another two weeks. I would look forward to the board and staff handling this issue in a way 
that achieves the kind of transparency to which the DDA aspires. 

It's disappointing that I even had to resort to asking for this report under the FOIA, having been refused it on 
more than one polite request. 

So I look forward to receiving a copy of the March 2013 parking report tomorrow at the May 1 board meeting.
